The present invention is directed to a method and system for performing priority- 
based flow control. 

Claim 1 Identifies an uniquely distinct feature " reconciling two separate

Claim 12 identifies an uniquely distinct feature " instructions for recognizing, bv 
the PPM server, data packets received for two separate application sessions requesting 
the use of the same reserved network address and the first port while neither of which is 
replaceable bv using the network address and post for the computer outside of the first 
network to distinguish each application session ": and 

Claim 20 identifies an uniquely distinct feature " reconciling two separate 
application sessions reouesting the use of the same reserved network address and the 
first port while at least the first port while at least the first port associated with one of the 
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application session is not replaceable by using the network address and the port for the 
computer outside of the first network to distinguish each application session " . 

The closest prior art, Bhatia et a. (U.S. 6,563,824) relates to an apparatus and method 
for determining the correct workstation within a LAN for a LAN modem to route a 
packet, Gbadegesin (U.S. 6,754,709) describes an application programming interface 
and generalized network address translator for intelligent transparent application 
gateway process, Rao (U.S. 6,535,51 1) discloses a method and system for identifying 
address information embedded address information in a packet for translation between 
disparate addressing systems. Border et al. (U.S. 2002/0133596) discloses a method 
and apparatus for enhancing the performance of a network by performing selective 
spoofing, and Monlitor (U.S. 6,661 ,799) discloses a method and apparatus for 
facilitating peer-to-peer application communication, whether taken alone or in 
combination fails to anticipate or render the above underline.
